2. AS THE VIOLENCE IN RWANDA CONTINUES, THE U.S. 
GOVERNMENT IS FOCUS SIN 6 ON WAYS TO ADDRESS THE SITUATION 
AND TAKE MEANINGFUL ACTION. WHILE MUCH OF THE VIOLENCE IS 
BEING DONE WITH SIMPLE WEAPONS, SUCH AS MACHETES AND KNIVES 
IMPOSING AN ARMS EMBARGO ON RWANDA WILL DO MORE THAN HALT 
ANY CROSS-BORDER DELIVERY OF WEAPONS. IT WILL ALSO SEND A 
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SYMBOLIC MESSAGE TO THE COMBATANTS THAT THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY IS UNTIED IN ITS DESIRE TO SEE THE VIOLENCE CEASE. 

3. MISSION IS INSTRUCTED, THEREFORE, TO PRESENT TO THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL ARRE SOLUT I ON REQUESTING AN ARMS EMBARGO 
ON RWANDA, THE TEXT OF WHICH FOLLOWS. 

BEGIN TEXT: THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

REAFFIRMING ITS PREVIOUS RESOLUTIONS ON THE SITUATION IN 
RWANDA, INCLUDING ITS RESOLUTION 912 (1994) OF 21 APRIL 
1994 WHICH CALLED FOR AN IMMEDIATE CESSATION OF 
HOSTILITIES BETWEEN THE FORCES OF THE GOVERNMENT OF RWANDA 
AND THE RWANDESE PATRIOTIC FRONT AND FOR AN END TO THE 
MINDLESS VIOLENCE AND CARNAGE WHICH ARE ENGULFING RWANDA, 

STRESSING THE NEED FOR ALL COUNTRIES TO AVOID ANY ACTION 
THAT MIGHT EXACERBATE THE SITUATION IN RWANDA, 

NOTING THAT THE CONTINUATION OF THIS SITUATION CONSTITUTES 
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A THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

ACTING UNDER CHAPTER VII OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS , 

OP 1. DECIDES, WITH A VIEW TO PROHIBITING THE SUPPLY OF 
ARMS AND RELATED MATERIEL TO ANY OF THE SIDES FIGHTING IN 
RWANDA, THAT ALL STATES SHALL PREVENT THE SALE OR SUPPLY 
TO RWANDA, BY THEIR NATIONALS OR FROM THEIR TERRITORIES OR 
USING THEIR FLAG VESSELS OR AIRCRAFT, OF ARMS AND RELATED 
MATERIEL OF ALL TYPES, INCLUDING WEAPONS AND AMMUNITION, 
MILITARY VEHICLES AND EQUIPMENT, PARAMILITARY POLICE 
EQUIPMENT AND SPARE PARTS FOR THE AFOREMENTIONED, AND 
SHALL CEASE AS WELL THE PROVISION OF ALL TYPES OF 
EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES AND GRANTS OF LICENSING 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF MAINTENANCE OF THE 
AFOREMENTIONED ; 

OP 2. CALLS UPON ALL STATES, AND ALL INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS, TO ACT STRICTLY IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE PRESENT RESOLUTION, NOTWITHSTANDING THE 
EXISTENCE OF ANY RIGHTS OR OBLIGATIONS CONFERRED OR 
IMPOSED BY ANY INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT OR ANY CONTRACT 
ENTERED INTO OR ANY LICENSE OR PERMIT GRANTED PRIOR TO THE 
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DATE OF THE ADOPTION OF THIS RESOLUTION; 

OP 3. CALLS UPON STATES TO BRING PROCEEDINGS AGAINST 
PERSONS AND ENTITIES VIOLATING THE MEASURES IMPOSED BY 
THIS RESOLUTION AND TO IMPOSE APPROPRIATE PENALTIES; 

OP 4. DECIDES FURTHER THAT THIS PROHIBITION ON THE SUPPLY 
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OF ARMS TO RWANDA SHALL CONTINUE FOR A PERIOD OF SIX 
MONTHS FROM THE DATE OF THE ADOPTION OF THIS RESOLUTION AT 
WHICH TIME THE COUNCIL WILL MEET AGAIN TO DETERMINE IF AN 
EXTENSION IS REQUIRED; 

OP 5. EXPRESSES ITS READINESS TO REVIEW THE MEASURES IN 
THE PRESENT RESOLUTION AT ANY TIME IF THE 

SECRETARY-GENERAL REPORTS TO THE COUNCIL THAT AN EFFECTIVE 
CEASE-FIRE HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED AND THAT SUBSTANTIAL 
PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE TOWARD THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF A 
PEACE SETTLEMENT ; 

OP 6 . DECIDES THAT THE EMBARGO IMPOSED BY PARAGRAPH 1 OF 
THIS RESOLUTION SHALL NOT APPLY TO ARMS OR RELATED 
MATERIEL DESTINED FOR THE SOLE USE OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
ASSISTANCE MISSION FOR RWANDA (UN AMIR) OR THE UNITED 
NATIONS OBSERVER MISSION UGANDA-RWANDA (UNOMUR) , OR TO THE 
FORCES OF MEMBER STATES IDENTIFIED BY THE UNITED NATIONS 
IN FULFILLING ITS MANDATE IN RWANDA; 

OP 7. DECIDES TO REMAIN SEIZED OF THE MATTER.
